Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 5 and are 2 more than in 
the previous week. They include 1 from whooping cough and 4 from influenza. 
There was also 1 death from salmonella infections and 1 from acute poliomyelitis. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 21, of which 20 were from 
tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former are 6 more than in the previous 
week, and the latter 6 more. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases (other than tubercular, influenzal and malig- 
nant) numbered 94, and equalled an annual death-rate from these causes of 1.9 
per thousand. This death-rate is 0.8 more than in the previous week, but 0.5 below 
the average. 

Deaths of children aged less than one year numbered 54, being 18 more than in 

the previous week. Of these, 26 were aged 0-6 days and 4 were aged 7-27 days. 
Deaths of persons aged sixty-five years and over numbered 445, and are 53 more 
than in the previous week. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 41, and are 10 more than in the 
previous week.

In the case of births, 
tillbirths and deaths the numbers are corrected to allow for usual residence. The 
guivalent annual birth-rate (living children only) is 14.7 per thousand of the 
opulation, the marriage-rate 9.4 and the death-rate 12.1.

Deaths from respiratory diseases (other than tubercular, influenzal and mali 
ant) numbered 58, and equalled an annual death-rate from these causes of 1 
ber thousand. This death-rate is 0.3 less than in the previous week, and 0. 
elow the average. 

Deaths of children aged less than one year numbered 25, being 9 fewer than 
n the previous week. Of these, 11 were aged 0-6 days and 6 were aged 7-27 
ays. Deaths of persons aged sixty-five years and over numbered 870, and are 
5 fewer than in the previous week. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 24, and are 3 fewer than in the 
revious week.

In the Seventeen Principal Towns of Scotland, being those burghs which at the — 
date of the 1951 Census had populations of over 30,000, there were registered dur- 
ing the week ended 1st January 1955, the births of 844 living children, and of 25 
stillborn children, 810 marriages and 681 deaths. In the case of births, stillbirths 
and deaths the numbers are corrected to allow for usual residence. The equivalent 
annual birth-rate (living children only) is 17.0 per thousand of the population, the 
marriage-rate 16.3 and the death-rate 13.7. The number of stillbirths corresponds 
to a rate of 27 per thousand total births registered (including stillborn). 

The birth-rate of the week is 2.8 more than in the previous week, and 0.4 above 
the five years’ average. The marriage-rate is 6.9 more than in the previous week, 
and 0.9 above the average. The death-rate is 1.6 more than in the previous week, 
but 0.9 below the average. 

.The weekly death-rates in the individual towns ranged from 19.7 in Ayr and 
19.5 in Falkirk to 9.2 in Dunfermline and 8.8 in Paisley. Relatively high death- 
yates occurred in Greenock 18.9 and in Edinburgh 16.6. In Glasgow the rate was 
12.4. ; 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 4 and are the same as 
in the previous week. They include 1 from meningococcal septicemia, 1 from 
measles and 2 from influenza. There was also 1 death from bacillary dysentery. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 9, all of which were from tuber- 
culosis of the respiratory system. The former are 11 fewer than in the previous 
week, and the latter 11 fewer. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases (other than tubercular, influenzal and malig- 
nant numbered 55, and equalled an annual death-rate from these causes of 1.1 per 
thousand. This death-rate is 0.1 less than in the previous week, and 0.6 below 
the average. 

Deaths of children aged less than one year numbered 37, being 12 more than in 
the previous week. Of these, 20 were aged 0-6 days and 3 were aged 7-27 days. 
Deaths of persons aged sixty-five years and over numbered 417, and are 47 more 
than in the previous week. 

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 26, and are 2 more than in the 
previous week. 

The number of new claims to sickness benefit under the National Insurance 
Acts made at Local Offices of the Ministry of Pensions and National Insurance 
in Scotland during the week ended 28th December 1954, was 18,486. The number 
of such claims made at the Seventeen Principal Towns is shown on the last page 
of this return. 

The mean temperature for the towns from which returns were received was 
44.6° being 2.9° above that for the previous week, and 5.7° above the average for 
the corresponding week in the period 1901-1930. 

The mean rainfall was 0.46 inch, and the mean sunshine 5.3 hours.
